Decision 
of Supremo Court Allows 
New Opportunity to Prevent Anthra­ 


cite Roads Transporting Coal Pro­ 


duced by Themselves. 


Washington, April 4.—By virtue of a 
decision by the supreme court of the 
United States, the federal government 
will have another opportunity to en­ 
join the Lehigh Valley Railroad com­ 
pany, piercing the anthracite region 
of Pennsylvania, from carrying mal 
in alleged violation of the “commodi­ 
ties clause’* of the Hepburn rate law. 
This decision furnishes a new wea­ 
pon by which the federal government 
may reach out to prosecute coal car­ 
rying railroads shipping the product 
of mines in which they have a con­ 
trolling interest. In it the court holds 
that where the government can show 
that coal companies are merely “durn 
mies” for the railroads and organized 
specifically to evade the commodities 
clause, it may prosecute. 
The importance of tile "commodi­ 
ties clause" decision was indicated by 
Wade H. Ellis, w ho was special coun­ 
sel for the government. He said: 
"This decision reopens the funda­ 
mental questions involved in the orig 
inal commodities clause case. 
The 
court now holds that a railroad com­ 
pany cannot lawfully transport in in­ 
terstate commerce the coal of a sub­ 
sidiary company which belongs to the 
railroad and which is managed so as 
to make it not in good faith an tnde^ 
pendent corporation. 
"This will correct the real evil at 
which the 
commodities clause was 
aimed. 
It will divorce the railroad 
business from the coal business, and 
compel interstate carriers to attend 
strictly to functions for which they 
were organized.” 
Reverses the Lower Court. 
Justice White in announcing the 
“commodities'’ decision held that the 
lower court had failed to carry out 
the earlier decree of the supreme 
court in not allowing the government 
to amend its original bill so as to 
show that the coal company in ques­ 
tion was a mere device of the rail­ 
road to evade the law. 
Justice White held that the court 
was right in refusing to dismiss with­ 
out prejudice the suits against the 
other railroads. 
Tile "commodities” clause made it 
unlawful for a railroad to transport 
in interstate commerce any commod­ 
ity produced by it, or in which it 
might own or have any interest, with 
certain exceptions. 
The government 
sought to reach under the law a num­ 
ber of railroads carrying anthracite 
from Pennsylvania. 
The circuit 
court 
of the United 
States for 
the 
eastern 
district of 
Pennsylvania denounced the law as 
urn (institutional. 
The supreme court 
of the United States 
reversed the 
lower court, holding the law constitu 
tional as construed. 
The cases were 
remanded for further proceedings. 
The government then took the posi­ 
tion that the supreme court had de 
citied merely that the ownership by a 
railroad of stock in a coal company 
was not such an Interest in coal as 
was prohibited by the law. Therefore 
it sought to amend its original peti­ 
tion for injunction so as to allege that 
the coal companies were mere de 
vices of the railroads to evade the 
law and that the railroads had a legal 
or equitable interest in the coal. 
The government made a test case 
of the suit against the I^high Val­ 
ley Railroad 
com pany. 
The lower 
court refused permission to aniliid, 
and likewise refused a request to dis 
miss the suits against the companies. 
Prom then rulings the government ap­ 
pealed to the supreme court.

MADEROS AWAIT 
ENVOY FROM FRONT 


Peace Developments Expected 
Within a Fow Days. 


El Paso, Tex., April 4.—Interest here 
in the Mexican war situation centers 
in Francisco I. Madero, Sr., and Al­ 
fonso Madero, who arrived in El Paso, 
presumably on a mission of peace. 
While maintaining a complete si­ 
lence regarding the reason for their 
presence here, the father and brother 
of the in s u rre c t leader intimated that 
developments might be ex fleeted with­ 
in the next few days, and it is be­ 
lieved they are here to await the ar­ 
rival of messengers from the insur- 
recto chiel bringing the terms upon 
which he will consent to a cessation 
of hostilities. That these terms must 
be formulated by the men who are in 
the field was declared by Alfonso Ma 
dero. 
That the elder Madero’s influence 
will he strongly for peace is the state­ 
ment of those who claim to know his 
attitude. The father of the insurrect© 
leader, it is said, has never given the 
movement his wholehearted support 
and would welcome the end of the war 
upon any reasonable terms. Couriers 
who left for the insurrecto 
chiefs 
camp near Chihuahua a few days ago 
are now believed to have carried mes­ 
sages from the elder 
Madero, and 
these, it is surmised, urged the son to 
make for peace. 


LANTERN SET HIM AFIRE

bles and Dies in Flames. 
Newton, X. J.. April 4.—Ellis Wil­ 
liams, forty Ave years of age, of La 
fayette, met death in a remarkable 
manner. 
His body, burned so badly 
as to tie almost unrecognizable, was 
found lying alongside the road, be­ 
tween here and Lafayette. 
Williams carried a lantern on his 
way home, and It la believed he stum­ 
bled and fell, overturning the lantern, 
the burning oil from which set fire 
to his clothes. 


Hold Twenty-two For Murder. 
Kansas City, Mo., April 4.—Twenty- 
two of the fifty-eight men arrested In 
raids upon the Italian quarter are still 
held by the police pending further in 
vestlgatlon.

The cam p had been m ore or less 
w et for three weeks, but no flight of 
the Imagination could have pictured 
in advance w hat the Fort 8am Hous­ 
ton reservation would look like after 
the deluge began. 
The big wind cam e first. T ents all 
over camp, which had rem ained half 
rolled up from the bottom to adm it a 
w andering breath of air, simply swell­ 
ed out and disgorged all their movable 
contents out Into the sheets of wet. 
Some of them blew up entirely and 
went sailing over the cam p Uke va­ 
grant aeroplanes on a spree. 
At

headquarters, 
where the' adjutant's forces have their

BIG CITIES 


Asks For Investigation of Pitts­ 
burg and Philadelphia. 


TO NAME SEVEN LEGISLATORS 


lolnt Resolution Would Give Commit* 
tee Full Power to Inquite Into City 


Governments. 


Harrisburg, P a . April 4.—Legisla­ 
t e investigation of the charges made 
rom tim e to tim e against municipal 
administration aud election methods 
n Pittsburg and Philadelphia Is pro­ 
vided for in a Joint resolution pre 
tented to the house by Representative 
ll. Clyde Kelly, of Allegheny. 
The resolution calls for a com m it­ 
tee of seven to make a sweeping In­ 
ju ry into the charges and provides 
M<r>,OOO to defray the expenses. 
The resolution is as follows: 
“ W hereas, Continued and strongly 
inserted charges have been made re­ 
garding corrupt political conditions in 
this commonwealth ^nd the fair name 
af the state blat ke.^1 and her honor 
assailed until she stands in a pitiable 
and regrettable plight in the eyes of 
the nation, and 
“W hereas, Shocking statem ents of 
misgovernment 
in 
Pittsburg 
and 
charges of the gravest nature have 
been made against oidcials of that city 
In the most public manner, and 
“W hereas, W ithin recent months the 
press has been filled with charges of 
corruption and debauchery in Phila­ 
delphia in regard to the letting of con­ 
tracts, violation of election laws, etc., 
made by reputable citizens, until that 
city is regarded in the eyes of the 
general public as being in a most de­ 
plorable condition politically; 
“Therefore, Be it resolved by the 
senate and house of representatives of 
the commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania 
iu general assembly met, that a Joint 
committee, consisting of three mem­ 
bers of the senate, one of whom shall 
be of the minority party, and four 
members of the house, one of whom 
shall be of the minority party, be ap 
pointed by the respective presiding 
officers Ot' each house to make a full 
Investigation of all the circum stances 
and transactions connected with the 
government, management and condi­ 
tion in the cities of Pittsburg aud 
Philadelphia, as may to said Joint com­ 
m ittee seem pertinent. 
“That said joint committee is here­ 
by directed to organize forthw ith af­ 
ter the approval of this resolution by 
the governor; to hold public hearings 


as may be necessary; to summon wTt 
nesses, and for the purposes of this 
inquiry they are hereby authorized to 
isssue subpoena*, 
adm inister oaths 
and compel the attendance of witness­ 
es and the production of all books 
bills, checks, check books, papers, min­ 
utes, r e c o r d s , specifications and con­ 
tracts, 
agreem ents or perm its and 
such other w ritten and documentary 
evidence as may be pertinent to the 
inquiry. 
“And the said joint com mittee shall 
have the largest and most complete 
powers which the general assembly 
can confer for the accomplishm ent of 
these purposes. And the said joint 
committee shall have the assistance in 
conducting such investigation of audi­ 
tors, accountants and counsel learned 
In the law as such com m ittee may 
deem necessary. And said Joint com­ 
m ittee shall have authority to appoint 
stenographers, clerks and m essengers 
necessary for the proper ptosecutlon 
of this investigation. 
"The sergeant-at-arm s of the senate 
Is hereby directed to attend the said 
joint committee meetings, to serve all 
subpoenas issued by It and generally 
to enforce all orders which said com 
m lttee is hereby authorised to mak' 
and to incur all the necessary ex­ 
penses to discharge these duties." 
It Is provided that the committee 
shall make its report at this session 
of the legislature.

in medicines in Cincinnati, O., John 
D. Park th Sons company. 
Justice Lurton. when a judge in the 
circuit court, in announcing the opin­ 
ion of the circuit court of appeals of 
the sixth circuit, denying injunctions 
against cut rates, said that while the 
m anufacturer had a right to a mo­ 
nopoly until the formula was discov­ 
ered by fair means, the courts could 
not Insure him the “unnecessary mo­ 
nopoly” of controlling the price. 
An 
inventor must make public his inven 
tion after a few years, but a m anu­ 
facturer of a proprietary medicine, 
under a mere secret form nls, might 
enjoy a monopoly forever. 
Justice Hughes quoted approvingly 
from 
Judge 
Lurton’s 
opinion, 
and 
stated that the medical company had 
made the m istake of considering its 
monopoly of m anufacture to be a mo­ 
nopoly of sale.
